SLOW GROWTH OF GRAMMAR 


Interesting to Note Its Progreso Slno# 
the Days of Chsuosr and 
Shakespeare. 


In the days of Chancer there were 
undoubtedly differences among writ­ 
ers which made their grammar and 
spelling seem singular to os; yet crude 
though they were, the art of Horary 
composition was well advanced. 
That, however, was not the greatest 
age; it came in the Elizabethan pe­ 
riod ; and while the literary' peculiar!- , 
ties of Shakespeare’* style wore strong­ 
ly defined, it wold not bs said in any 1 
sense that they revealed lack of kn o w l­ 
edge in either grammar or spelling, ! 
the standards of that day being suited 
to the culture of the time. 
And a great a d v i c e had been made 
over the days of Chaucer. In the days 
of Addison, J o h n s o n , Swift, Congreve 
and Goldsmith we find a great advance 
with more unity in both grammar and 
spelling. 
The authorized version of the Billie 
In tile line of literary workmanship 
noted the greatest advance of all and 
reached a jwiint which lins not been 
surpassed if, indeed, equaled. 
There was a certain latitude In spell­ 
ing, It is true, to which we today look 
back with interest^ curiosity; hut 
even that was not the result o f igno- 
n.nce, hut rather of custom, which al­ 
lowed tile latitude, and it was In no 
sense q literary disfigurement.—Christ­ 
ian Herald.

It ie w ith the deepest sorrow 
th a t I have to inform you of the sad 
death of your noble son, S ergeant 
Raymond J. E ckhart, which occuied 
on the night of April 14, 1919, a t the 
Am erican Hospital No. 19 T rier G er­ 
many. 
The Sergeant had 
been

On the 10th the 
th e D entist pulled the tooth but the 
■welding was not relieved and on the 
lith I sent him to the hospital where 
he could get the m ost scientific tre a t­ 
m ent. 
Tetinus set in how ever a n i he 
passed away very quietly a t 9:40 p. rn. 
of the 14th. 
I am not only expressing 
my own opinion, but of every officer 
who has ever been in the B attery, 
when I say th at your son was one of 
the finest true soldiers we have had in 
the organization. 
He took pride in 
his duties and when a k n o tty problem 
cam e up he would be the one to get 
the job, for I have often heard our 
Captain as well as every other officer 
in the batterv, m yself included, say 
“ Give Sergeant E ckhart a couple of 
squads and you’ll know th at it will be 
done as it should b e ." 
The Sergeant 
never spoke harshly to the men under 
him and yet his section always showed 
up best. 
His men loved him as I have 
seldom seen a man 
loved

and a great many called him “ M other 
E ck h art" for he nursed and cared for 
them as if they w ere children.

was always near to his God and I have 
often stepped into his billet to find 
him reading his Bible. 
The morning 
he left for the hospital he had it under 
his arm and though he was suffering a 
good deal, the thought came to me 
th a t some how its presence consoled 
him.

Tile Inside 
face of this structure, 
which has a slope of one lo two, Is 
protected from wind and wave action 
by two feet of screened gravel, on 
which are placed concrete blocks each 
four by six feet. 
The cubical con­ 
tents of this dike are 42.<kx>,000 fee*, 
or about half of the famous pyramids 
of Cheops in Egypt. 
The reservoir 
created by this dam cover* about 9.000 
acres and will lie the largest lake In 
the state.

This Is the season when 
the climbers gather, and the chance 
tourist who arrives at this time will 
probably sleep on the floor under the 
billiard table.
